Successful Winter Construction Technidi e 
Speed Developments of Northern Highwcy; 


RADE CONSTRUCTION has been under- 
taken on major highway projects this winter 
by the Alberta Department of Highways follow- 
ing the development of successful winter con- 


struction techniques. A new highway from 


Hondo to Lesser Slave Lake has been under 
construction through the winter, and additionally, 
an isolated 27 mile section of the Fort McMurray 
road. Good progress has been made on both 
projects and basic grading should be completed 
on the Fort McMurray road by Spring break-up. 


Experience last winter showed that by gear- 
ing the equipment operation to an around the 
clock schedule, and taking advantage of the bet- 
ter support across the frozen muskegs that the 
embankment material could be excavated, spread, 
and compacted satisfactorily. Many areas where 
this type of operation was used permitted the 
construction of the basic embankment sections on 
a rapid haul basis which under normal summer 
conditions would have been a tedious and ex- 
pensive undertaking bv in-dump methods. The 
success of these operations depends on the con- 
tinuous flow of materials and rapid compaction 
to keep ahead of the freezing. While some settle- 
ments take place with the thaw in the Spring, 
the base embankments remain sound and require 
moderate recompaction of the upper layer. This 
type of operation is advantageous primarily in 
muskeg-swamp areas. 


The Department's Bridge Branch is also tak- 
ing advantage of winter condition benefits to 
carry out bridge pier projects on the Oldman, 
Athabasca and Peace Rivers. 


The period between November 1 and the 
middle of March has proved ideal for this type 
of operation. Frozen rivers can be flooded 
artificially to produce a thickness of ice that will 
support the working equipment thereby obviating 
the need for a preliminary work bridge. Earth 
berms (dikes) can be built out across a river to 
three-quarters of its width due to the fact that 
the winter flow rate diminishes to as low 
per cent of the summer flow rate.

Branch anticipates that five or six piers will be 
constructed in the Oldman River at Lethbridge.

New Irrigation Course 
js Established at Olds 


O HELP alleviate the need in Alberta for 

trained agricultural workers below the uni- 
versity level, the Alberta Department of Agricul- 
ture has established a course for training in ir- 
rigation technology at the Agricultural and Voca- 
tional College .in Olds. 

The two-year course will cover geological 
and topographical drafting, survey theory and 
field work, soils and water irrigation, fluid mec- 
hanies, drainage, sprinkler irrigation, land deve- 
Jopment and farm irrigation systems. Trainees 
wll also study business and human relations, 
farm management, and the basics of mathematics, 
English and physics, with emphasis on those areas 
of particular value to the course. Optional sub- 
jects, for students with advanced education, will 
include photogrammetry, principles of crop pro- 
auction, land classification and appraisal, as well 
as the operation, maintenance and replacement 
of irrigation projects. 

Following two twelve week sessions (fall 
winter), students will attend a three-week 
ey school; two more twelve-week sessions 
ng the second year will complete the course. 
veen the first and second years, students will 
-quired to take four months on-the-job train- 
with an approved employer who will report 
eir progress. Trainees with satisfactory sum- 
employment or previous experience may be 
«sed from the survey school and/or summer 
e»>loyment at the discretion of the Advisory 
pod of the College. If the student has suf- 
font experience, he may be allowed to take 
survey school without taking the winter ses-

SERVICE FACILITIES PLANNED FOR HIGHWAY 2 


“BIRD’S EYE VIEW” of motoring will be 

one of the many new features of a service, 
refreshment and rest complex proposed by the 
Alberta Department of Highways. The complex 
is planned for a location 16 miles south of Leduc 
on Highway #2 and tenders for its construction 
and development will be called within the month. 


A novel view of the passing traffic scene will 
be provided from a bridge restaurant and sky- 
walk that will cross the highway joining the two 
20-acre roadside service sites. Deceleration lanes 
into and acceleration lanes out of the sites onto 
the highway will be undertaken by the Depart- 
ment of Highways. It is intended that the products 
of at least four major oil companies will be dis- 
pensed at each site in order that credit card faci- 
lities for gas may be available to the majority of 
travellers.

The complex is designed to meet the needs 
of long distance travellers and contribute to traffic 
safety on the four-lane divided highway. The ac- 
cess lanes will be added to the existing highway 
so that travellers taking advantage of the faci- 
lities will move out and rejoin traffic flow at 
normal highway speeds. 


Apart from vehicle servicing and restaurant 
facilities, space will also be allocated for pleasant 
surroundings in which the traveller can enjoy his 
own picnic lunch, or merely pull off the highway 
and rest. 


It is hoped that the servicing stations will be 
functional within six to seven months and the 
whole unit operational within a year. e 
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LBERTA’S BUDGET for the coming fiscal year is equal 

to the total of all the budgets in the first forty-two years 
of the life of the province, from 1905 to 1947, and more than 
twice the budget of five years ago. The increase over last 
year’s estimated expenditure is $188, 193,049, more than twice 
the increase of the '65-'66 budget over the "64-’65. 

Total expenditures for 1966-67 are expected to be $681,- 
975,911, including $168,513,823 to be spent on capital ac- 
counts. Total revenues are estimated at $613,138,370, leaving 
an overall deficit of $68,387,541. This takes into account great- 
ly increased and optimistic estimates of revenue from the deve- 
lopment of natural resources. 

The deficit will be paid from surplus funds that have ac- 
cumulated from the operations of the government in previous 
years. No new taxes will be introduced and no direct borrow- 
ing will be required. 

Major additional expenditures fall into six categories: 

(1) An increased investment in education in order to deve- 
lop the human resources of the province to their fullest 
potential. 

(2) Increases to the Department of Health to raise the 
scale of subsidies in the Alberta Health Care Program. 

(3) Additional financial assistance to municipalities and 
for property tax discounts. 

(4) Increases for an enlarged program of highway, bridge, 
and public building construction. 

(5) Larger appropriations for cultural activities, for parks, 
recreational facilities, for projects designed to preserve 
our heritage from the past, and for the Centennial 
program. 

(6) Additional finances for further advancement of the 
projects and people of the north. 

The appropriation for servicing the public debt dropped 

from $2,162,580 last vear to $2,023,340 for the present fiscal 
year, a decrease of $139,240. 


As of March 31, 1965, main reserves amounted to $539,- 
916,000, an increase of $71,367,000 for the vear. Of this 
total, $233,792,000 are invested in provincial securities, with 
the remainder in cash, short term investments and in Federal 
and Provincial debentures. 


AGRICULTURE 

Estimated expenditure of the Department of Agriculture 
-has been increased by $2,823,190 to $12,298,815 in order to 
improve assistance and develop research for the agricultural 
industry. $500,000 has been allocated to the establishment of 
a Research Trust Fund to initiate and improve research studies 
of the Facultv of Agriculture at the University of Alberta. 
More than $1,000,000 has been included in the budget to 
extend the services of district agriculturists and district home 
economists. $1,504,580 has been provided to supervise and 
control field crops, and to inspect the dairy, poultry and live- 
stock industries. The Agricultural and Vocational Colleges at 
Olds, Vermilion and Fairview will require $1,668,585, of which 
$507,000 will be recovered from the Federal Government and 
substantial sums have been appropriated for A.R.D.A. pro- 
grams, particularly for land development and water conserva- 
tion and contro]. Enlargement of the drainage and flood con- 
trol program has been assigned $2,700,000. 

In the capital estimates of the Department of Public Works, 
$5,470,500 has been provided for the Department of Agri- 
culture. This will include construction at the three Agricultural 
and Vocational Colleges and veterinary laboratories in Peace 
River and Edmonton. : 


ATTORNEY GENERAL 

The total estimated expenditure for the Department of 
the Attorney General has been increased bv $1,661,390, to 
$14,690,580. More than 50 per cent of this total will be re- 
quired to operate gaols and corrective institutions and for 
police protection. Appropriations totalling $5,181,010 have 
been estimated for the administration of penal institutions, and 
a new agreement with the R.C.M.P. will cost $3,477,340. 

Fees under the Land Titles Act are expected to vield 
$2,700,000 and fines under Federal and Provincial statutes are 
estimated at $2,150,000, with additional revenue expected from 
fees charged for various other legal services. 

In the Public Works capital estimates, $7,446,700 has been 
appropriated for construction at gaols and institutions, in- 


eluding $4,501,000 for the new gaol at Peace River, $1,312,000 
for the Belmont Rehabilitation Centre, and $1,633,700 for 
construction at other institutions. 


EDUCATION 

The estimated expenditure for the Department of Educa- 
tion, $154,986,119, represents 22.73 per cent of the total 
budget for the vear. 

Provided for is an increase of $20,000,000 in the con- 
tribution of the province to the Foundation Program of School 
Finance, while an additional amount of $18,000,000 has been 
included towards the construction of vocational high schools, 
of which more than half will be recovered from the federal gov- 
ernment. It is intended to contribute $1,500,000 to the Teach- 
ers’ Retirement Fund and $1,300,000 to the Canada Pension 
Plan. 

An appropriation of $4,724,064 will be used toward con- 
struction, equipment and operating costs of junior colleges; 
assistance to students will be increased to $2,074,720; and 
$154,500 will be made available as loans to students. 

Administration at N.A.I.T. and S.A.L.T. will require $6,- 
274,930, approximately one third of which is expected to be 
recovered from the federal government. The total amount in- 
cluded for payment of operating grants to the University of 
Alberta in Edmonton and Calgary has been increased from 
$18,500,000 to $24,320,000, and an additional $180,000 has 
been provided to establish a Universities Commission. 

A total amount of $47,681,100 has been placed in the 
Public Works capital estimates for major educational con- 
struction. Expansion at the two university campuses will ac- 
count for $22,510,000 and $15,686,000 in Edmonton and Cal- 
garv respectively. Construction at the Alberta Institutes of 
Technology will total $8,960,100, and vocational centres will 
be built in the two major cities with $525,000 provided for 
the planning and commencement of these projects. 

In addition to construction, furnishings and equipment 
must be provided and $5,500,000 has been estimated for the 
buildings on the two universities and $3,061,525 for the two 
Institutes of Technology. 


EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 

Estimated expenditures for the Executive Council during 
1966-67 are $13,517,104, $3,609,977 higher than last year. 
Contributions under the Public Service Pension Act and the 
Local Authorities Pension Act, which are administered by the 
Public Service Pension Board within the Executive Council 
vote, are expected to total $7,350,000, with pavments totalling 
$4,758,000. Last vear’s figures were $6,641,000 and $4,271,- 
000 respectively. 

The Research Council of Alberta has been provided with 
$2,233,414 to continue its studies and research. This is $400,- 
677 higher than last vear. The capital appropriation for the 
Northern Alberta Development Council has doubled to a total 
of $5,000,000, to be used for the construction of roads and 
airstrips and to commence a program of water control.

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The appropriation for the Municipal Winter Works In- 
centive Program has been reduced by $1,000,000 to $4,500,000, 
of which two-thirds will be recovered from the federal govern- 
ment. 


The cost of assistance and supervision in the assessments 
of municipalities will total $1,438,730, and the province will 
contribute $500,000 toward subsidized housing and urban 
renewal, The municipalities concerned will reimburse the 
Province in the amount of $150,000. 


The main item of revenue comes from the proceeds of the 
municipalities contributions to the province’s hospitalization 
scheme, which are expected to total $10,540,000. 


PROVINCIAL SECRETARY 


Revenue for this department is expected to rise from 
$46,512,810 to $51,516,910, while estimated expenditures will 
increase from $2,645,660 to $3,826,710. 


Receipts from The Fuel Oil Tax Act are expected to yield 
$46,500,000, $4,500,000 more than the amount estimated last 
vear, although there will be no increase in rates. It is ex- 
pected that The Insurance Corporation Tax Act will yield 
$2,900,000 with $1,150,000 obtained from the pari-mutuel tax. 

The sum of $2,401,380 provided to promote Centennial 
celebrations includes $2,000,000 in per capita grants to munici- 
palities, 50 per cent of which will be reimbursed by the 
Federal Government. The appropriation for Recreation and 
Cultural Development has been increased from $585,650 to 
$797,900. 


Included in the Statutory Estimates is an amount of $5,- 
(00,000. which will be contributed by the province under 
certain conditions to assist in operation of the new Glenbow- 
Alberta Institute. In the Public Works capital estimates there 
is an amount of $4,000,000 for construction of the Provincial 
Museum and Archives in Edmonton. 


PUBLIC HEALTH 


Estimates for the Department of Public Health are in- 
creased by $24,876,270 to a total of $145,000,420. This re- 
presents 21.26 per cent of the total budget on combined in- 
come and capital accounts. Total estimated reimbursements 
from health programs on a cost sharing basis with the Federal 
Government are $8,017,000, which means $153,017,420 will 
be spent on public health this year.

The increase in the cost of the Alberta Hospitalization 
Plan is due to additional out-patient service and to the fact 
that more than 2800 additional beds will be in operation next 
year. Construction grants of $6,500,000 have been provided 
toward the cost of these additional beds. The Alberta Health 
Care Program (formerly The Alberta Medical Care Program) 
now inchides extended health benefits and increased subsidies. 


The main revenue is the contribution from the Federal 
Government of $40,700,000 toward the Hospitalization Plan.

PUBLIC WELFARE 


The estimated gross amount to be required for public 
welfare next year is $51,090,350, against which are applied 
Federal reimbursements to bring the Department's net cost down 
to $31,008,595. This represents an increase of $1,633,315 over 
last year.

FISH STOCKING PROGRAM OFFER, 
SPORTING BONUS TO FISHERME \

LBERTA ANGLERS, and the millions of visitors to this province, will 

enjoy good fishing again this summer. Over 2% million fingerling, 
yearling and adult fish were planted in Alberta waters during 1965. The 
fish plantings are carried out on a continuous basis by the Fish and Wild- 
life Division, Alberta Department of Lands and Forests, to enhance the 
abundant natural fish resource and maintain good quality fishing through- 
out the province. 

Largest portion of the 2,791,927 fish planted in 1965 were Rainbow 
Trout, which accounted for 2,246,795 of the total. Plantings also included 
188,595 Eastern Brook Trout, 146,540 Kokanee, 110,745 Brown Trout, 
61,200 Lake Trout, 38,000 Perch, 26 adult Pickerel and 26 adult Pike. 
Species are coded in this list as follows:— BT—Brown or Lock Leven Trout; 
EB—Eastern Brook Trout; RB—Rainbow Trout.
